NATIONAL TRUST IMPOSSIBLE.” 

Tt is not enough to explain this 
attitude as.merely the outcome 
of a desire not to interfere with 
the “ rights of property, although 
undoubtedly that desiredoesplay 
a‘part. It is also a fact that 
most people are profoundly 
supicious of the State as an 
industrial entrepreneur, and ex- 
cedingly fearful of falling out of 
the fryingpan of competitive 
private Capitalism into the fire of 
bureaucratic inefficiency. Most 
people see clearly that it is im- 
possible to leave the mines and 
jndustries under. purely private 
control, and realise also that the 
present system of partial Srate 
control is very “wasteful and es- 
sentially temporary.‘ But . they 
do not want nationalisation if 
another solution can be found. 
‘There are.therefore tempted to 
make play with the idea of a 
national trust, in which mine- 
owners and miners, railway com- 
‘panies and railway -workers, 
would enter into a sort of partner-

This solution, however, is seen 
to be impossible for two different 
reasons. If. the miners and the 
mineowners, or the railway com- 
panies and the railwaymen 
would agree to ‘enter such ‘2a 
partnership they. would ‘clearly 
wield in common such a power 
‘that the community could have 
no adequate safeguard against

For the clerk or business man 
jooking for a house in a 
residential district, not too far 
from his work in town, the 
scheme of building by the local 
authorities will be of little use.

in every case been of benefit.to the countr¥ or, in the long run, even

. mnjnes, especially, the demands of the Labourites have necessitated 
shutting down, and there are competent observers in that ‘country 
who predict serious industrial complications in the future.

British trade with ina to

‘ The bare right to import

_ ‘was no right before 1896 to man- 
“afacture,—or, rather, the right 
was withbeld,—nor to engage in 
mining or planting, and the 
British merchant has been more 

' and more reduced to the’ role of a 
commission agent at Hongkong

China as.adequately representing 
their interests for all purposes,

burn Textile Commission drew: 
the attention. of Lancashine to 
the seriousness af Japanese com- 
tition: We quote the report: 
It is no use shutting our eyes 
to the fact that Japan is already 
acompeting force that must be 
reckoned with, and her present 
exportsindicate the lines on which 
this competition is likely to move. 
Her present output of coarse grey 
cloths is comparatively of ito 
serious amount, and if it were it 
would. be more in competition 
with the products of American, 
Indian and Chinese looms .than 
with our own. But the whole 
genius of the people and their 
traditions, which amount” in 
their case to heredity, . tend 
to thrust them to the 
front as producers of the 
higher grades of textile fabrics, 
and with their ..more general 
adoption of the dobbie and the 
Jacquard to power-loom weaving 
ve “may not hope to retain to 
ourse!ves for long our monopoly 
of evea such’ goods as: figured 
lastings. Ther’.is another phase 
of the question which, is not much 
noticed at present viz, that, the 
Shanghai cotton mills in. their 
growth will demand more and 
more native cotton, so that the 
Japanese chief source of supply 
will become in the future a dearer 
market for her to purchase in. 
This may ultimately drive her, 
to make American her cotton 
market, which means that what 
is now only an active competition 
against English, American, India 
and Ghinese piece-goods and 
yarns of low grade would then 
become, under such conditions, 
just as active a competition 
against the higher "grades of 
Lancashire staples. Some of the 
semples we have ‘brought home 
point in this direction, and so full 
of innate possibilities are these 
people, so readily do they adapt 
themselves to. changing cir- 
cumstances, that “Lancashire 
ought not to neglect the 
study ofsuch conditions as 
these.” After twenty years 
Lancashire has ‘decided to’ study 
such conditions asthe Blackburn 
Mission pointed out! : 
On the question of the compet- 
ing value of the labour employed, 
the Blackburn Mission recognised 
the competition of an organised 
body of producers with Home 
labour as. one of the most 
serious that Lancashire 
called upon to consider. The 
value of ~ this labour is 
enhanced, ‘as 2 competing force, 
by the circumstances under which 
it is being employed, The con- 
ditions,are not equal and “are in 
favour of the Eastern employer. 
As far back as 1898 the Blackburn 
Mission sounded a noteof warn- 
ing:—“The ‘ooner Lancashire 
people begin to realise the mean- 
ing of this, and set about to coun- 
teract it, the better it will be for 
employer and operative. alike. 
For we have (1) a people phy- 
sically and constitutionally cap- 
able of great endurance in follow- 
ing, any employment however 
arduous; .(2) 3 people whose 
temperament and disposition are’ 
suitable to their being organised 
into a producing body of workers 
incapable, as yet, of dictating 
terms; (3) a people having. a 
capacity for applying them- 
selves to any mechanical 
work such as is demanded from 
the majority of cotton operatives; 
(4) a people who-as handi- 
craftsmen to the’ manner born 
are readily adaptable to any kind 
of work where definess of 
manipulation is required; (5) a 
people. who, on account of the 
low cost of living, are’ content 
with small wages and make no 
nnreasonable demands. . If we ex- 
amine these points one by one 
we can come to no other 
conclusion “but that, o! 
whole, their..circumstances are 
favourable to the development of 
the Eastern cotton industry.

Terrace, Kowloon, at the hands 
of his amah.. This woman foun 
her’ chief enjoyment i 
samshui bottle and was duly. 
sacked.” Finding herself thrown 
out of her “pidgin” the amah's 
Tesentment took a definite shape 
in her intentidn to turn witch. In 
this _ capacity she performed 
certain mysterious rites. Mr. 
d’Eca was tolerant of these until 
they reached a frequency too 
great for the human mind to be at 
Test. An uncomfortable ‘feeling 
rose withit him, which became 
more and more unbearable after 
each night's ordeal, until 
he sought relief in the 
arrest of “the woman.” : 
@Eca would not” acknowledge 
what were his feelings under the. 
circumstances, saying that 
his resolve to- arrest the, woman 
was because he was afraid: she 
might set fire to his house with 
the joss-sticks used in the rites. 
Inspector Gordon, however, con- 
Ninced the Magistrate-(Mr. Hut- 
chison) that Mr. d’Eca dreaded 
the rites and that.the arrest was 
drdered out.of a measure of fear. 
‘The amah was fined $10.
